A. West German Patent Reference No. 28 25 842 

The pertinence of the '842 patent reference is discussed at page 2 of Applicant's 
specification. 
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It is believed that U.S. Patent No. 4,31 1,987 corresponds to the *842 reference. 

B. West German Patent Reference No, 35 09 682 

Based solely on the drawings and the enclosed English language Abstract, the '682 patent 
reference is pertinent because it appears to disclose an error detector for a position measuring 
system. The error detector includes a threshold generator and compares two clock signals. 

The '682 patent reference was cited as an A-type reference in a Search Report for a 
corresponding German Patent Application. An A-type reference regards technical background 
information and is not deemed pertinent to patentability. 

C. German Patent Reference No> 40 09 749 

The pertinence of the '749 patent reference is discussed at page 2 of Applicant's 
specification. 

D. German Patent Reference No, 43 42 377 

Based solely on the drawings, the '377 patent reference is pertinent because it appears to 
disclose a device for serial transmission of data that includes parameters. 

It is believed that U.S. Patent No. 5,687,103 corresponds to the '377 reference. 

The '377 patent reference was cited as an A-type reference in a Search Report for a 
corresponding German Patent Application. 

E. German Patent Reference No, 44 25 416 

Based solely on the drawings, the '416 patent reference is pertinent because it appears to 
disclose circuitry for comparing signals. 

It is believed that U.S. Patent No. 5,793,201 corresponds to the '416 reference. 
The '416 patent reference was cited as an A-type reference in a Search Report for a 
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corresponding German Patent Application. 

German Patent Reference No, 44 27 278 

Based solely on the drawings and the enclosed English-language Abstract, the '278 patent 
reference is pertinent because it appears to disclose a magnetic measuring system that generates a 
signal to stop movement of a scanner. 

It is believed that U.S, Patent No. 5,793,201 corresponds to the '278 reference. 

The '278 patent reference was cited as an A-type reference in a Search Report for a 
corresponding German Patent Application. 

G. German Patent Reference No, 195 08 834 

Based solely on the drawings and the enclosed English-language Abstract, the '834 patent 
reference is pertinent because it appears to disclose transmitting serial code words and parameters 
in a position measuring device. 

It is believed that U.S. Patent No. 5,687,103 corresponds to the '834 reference. 

The '834 patent reference was cited as a Y-type reference in a Search Report for a 
corresponding German Patent Application. A Y-type reference is deemed pertinent to 
patentability when combined with one or more Y-type references. 

m. CONCLUSION 

It is believed that none of these references, alone or in combination, disclose or suggest 
the invention claimed. However, Applicant wishes to make it clear that the disclosure of the 
above references is in no way an admission that they qualify as prior art.
